HOUSE TAX EXEMPTION 


Three years ago the slate of Xew York 


passed what was kn'own as the housing 
tax exemption lav.-. 
This law exempted 


houses thereafter ereL-ted from taxation 
for a term of years. 
"When the law was 


contested the lower court held it invalid. 
The validity of the law was upheld li- 
the next higher court, and the court of 
appeals has now finally settled the matter 
by holding the act constitutional. 


The decision is of interest to the coun- 


try at large because of the experiment 
and its effects. 
The law was enacted 


with the idea of holding out special in- 
ducements to stimulate home building. 
There was at that time a great scarcity 
of housing facilities in Xew York, as in 
all other parts of the United States. The 
law appeared to have a very great ef- 
fect along the 'lines desired, for liotise 
construction soon after was under way 
on a large scale and for the next two 
years Xew York built homes at a rate that 
was almost unparalleled. 


It would obviously be an injustice to 


fhose who built to secure the benefits of 
this law to break an implied contract they 
had entered into with the state in good 
faith.. 
Of course, the act had to stand 


the constitutional test, but it was careful- 
ly drawn and the best legal authority was 
of the opinion that it was entirely valid. 
This view is confirmed, and now that the 


-•legality of the procedure is settled it of- 


fers suggestions to other states to consid- 
er similar proposals. Both the justice and 
desirability of exempting improvements 
of this character from taxation are de- 
batable, but there is much that is logical 
and sound to be said in favor of the 
course adopted bv Xew York.

The bank depositors' guaranty law cf 


Oklahoma has been repealed, after being 
in operation fifteen years. 
During this 


time the deposit-guaranty system piled up 
a debt of approximately $10.000:000 
against the state. 


Tn abandoning the plan of guarantee- 


ing depositors against loss, which has 
been both unsuccessful and expensive. Ok- 
lahoma resorts to more strict regulation 
of banks, which is of course the better 
plan. 
Tt would be well if other states 


would carry out regulation more thor- 
oughly. 


It is wiser and less expensive to pre- 


vent bank failures than to pay depositors 
for their losses. The guaranty plan can- 
not possibly work, as it does not make 
financial institutions safe: on the con- 
trary, it makes these concerns more reck- 
less and generally insecure. 


"When banks are well managed 
and 


earefully supervised they are less likely 
to fail. 
Losses are thus kept at a mini- 


mum. 
Tlecent accounts of losses in a few 


principal cities tend to prove that losses 
io depositors and stockholders would 
have been .small and few had state super- 
vision been adequate.

law lias been coMly to Oklahoma, but. it, 
lias been valuable. It should be helpful 
1o other commonwealths. It was but an- 
other of ihose raj-h experiments so popu- 
lar with ihe agitators nowadays. 1o have 
ihe state responsible for private fortunes 
nnd misfortunes, and to l.-iy all personal 
troubles at The door of gn,-»riiin -nt.

(Robert H. Moulton, in The 


The; business of fishing —and this 


means commercial fishing and not the 
sport of angling—is- one of the oldest 
in the world and as now conducted 
seems a rather fixed industry. 
In 


other words, the fisherman goes out 
in his boat, drops his seine overboard, 
hauls it in, takes from it what he can 
use and that is all there is to it. What, 
therefore, 
could a fisherman 
learn 


from a college whose purpose is to 
teach him hpw to fish? 


This question has been answered by 


the establishment of the college of 
fisheries of the University of "Wash- 
ington and the only institution of its 
kind on the western continent. Es- 
tablished three years ago, it has al- 
ready proved an unqualified success. 
It has shown that, while the whims 
of the sea and the vagaries of the al- 
ways wandering schools of fish large- 
ly control the prosperity or the lack 
of it of the commercial fisherman, 
nevertheless the 
fisheries 
may bo 


regulated, the 
habits 
of the- 
fish 


sought studied and much of the un- 
certainty of the harvest of the sea 
converted into a reasonable surencsa 
of output every year. 


The principal justification for the 


establishment of the college of fish- 
eries was the fact that the commercial 
fisheries of 1he Xorth American conti- 
nent are tho most important in the 
world. In the United States, including 
Alaska, their production amounts to 
almost. .1,000,000,000 pounds annually, 
valued, as they leave the fishermen's- 
hands, approximately nt $100,000,000 
Tho total value of the world's fisheries 
is computed at $560.000,000, nnd if thfi 
value oC 1ho fisheries of tho United 
States, 
Canada nnd 
Xcwfoundland 


were combined, they would represent 
almost one-third of tho total. 


In the fisheries of the United States 


aro utilized 8,750 vessels of 2-10,000 
net tons, and 191,000 men, women and 
children are employed. 


Much of our fishery resources 


however, either totally neglected ' 
little utilized, simply because of the 
lack of trained men. 
The college of 


fisheries 
supplies these 
man 
and

Now make 
up a strong solution of common wash- 
ing soda and boilina; water, and let 
the Muffler soak as"long as possible 
in this mixture. Poke a piece of rag 
fastened to a wire through both ends 
of the muffler. Before replacing flush 
thoroughly with clear water. 


If your engine forms a carbon de- 


posit that has to be removed oftener 
than say 2.000 miles, find out the rea- 
son why the carbon form1; so quickly 
and have the fault remedied. It is a 
disease that can be cured if you apply 
the proper remedy. 


If yon have been in the habit of 


pouring into your eneine any kind of 
oil the garage man has in stock, and 
have been careless about the oil level 
in the crankcase, you know at least 
one reason why you have an excessive 
amount of carbon. Use the grade of • 
oil recommended by the makers of 
your car, or on one of the charts issued 
by the large oil companies, and use a 
little care to see that the oil is kept 
at the correct level. 


If the carbon is dry and black like 


Eoot. it is a certain indication that the 
Carburetor is adjusted too rich, cut it 
down to run with a leaner mixture. 


If the cylinder walls are scored or 


out of round (a condition that can 
onlv be checked bv a competent me- 
chanic) the cylinders will have to be 
reground or 'lapped, ajid new rings 
fitted before you can cure the carbon 
forming habit in your engine. 


Pcovidinp the piston rings are in 


good condition and the cylinders are 
not scored, carbon deposit can be pre- 
vented to a very large extent by the 
following precaution: 
Fill a bottle 


•with a mixture of half kerosene and 
aJcohol, then about three times a week, 
just after you come in. from a run 
and while the engine is warm, squirt 
nbont a tablespoonful of the mixture 
into each cylinder. The kerosene and

Use Of Dates 


Will Cut Down 
On Sugar Need 


Due to the present high price of 


sugar housewives jre particularly in 
terested now in finding means to re- 
duce the amount of sugar used in their 
kitchens. 
Many of them have re- 


solved to cut down their consump- 
tion of sugar by at least one-third 
until present prices have been ma- 
terially reduced. 
One method 
b> 


•which this can bo done is to employ- 
dates, prunes and other fruits more 
freely. 


The date is especially valuable for 


this purpose, for it is rich in sugar 
of the "invert" variety which is more 
healthful than cane sugar, since it 
can immediately be assimilated by 
the body 
without 
any 
chemical 


change. It is calculated that two dates 
equal in sweetening power a teaspoon 
of sugar. If dates are added to oatmeal 
or other cereals, the amount of su- 
gar required with them will be re- 
duced, or the sugar can even be en- 
tirely eliminated. 
In 
baking 
and 


making desserts dates can also "be 
pubstituted for sugai. Following- are 
some date recipes which do not re- 
quire the use of sugai
